Dear  Fellow  Missionaries: 

Knowing  that  you  are  eager  for  more  and  more  news  from  Korea,  I  am  writing 
this  second  letter  to  be  mimeographed  and  sent  out  by  the  Board* 

The  second  meeting  of  the  Emergency  Executive  Committee  was  held  in  Seoul 
in  the  Holder of t-Kumabe  house,  November  6  and  7  in  four  long  sessions,  with  all  mem¬ 
bers  present:  Dr.  Rhodes,  Chairman)  Mr.  Coen,  Seoretaryj  Dr.  Blair,  Dr.  I&mpe,  Mr.  E. 
Adams,  Dr.  Fletcher,  and  Mr.  Voelkel. 

A  summary  of  the  actions  taken  is  as  follows:  Dr.  Blair  was  asked  to  reside 
in  Taiku  where  Edward  Adams  is  overloaded  with  Korean  and  Station  work.  Before  leav¬ 
ing  Seoul  on  November  15,  Dr.  Blair  conducted  meetings  with  tho  JOO  students  and 
faculty  of  the  Presbyterian  Theological  Seminary  with  very  marked  spiritual  results, 
so  much  so  that  ho  was  asked  to  continue  tho  meetings,  which  was  impossible  at  the 
present  time.  Now  in  Taiku,  he.  Dr.  Crane,  and  others  arc  assisting  in  a  retreat  for 
pastors  and  officers  of  tho  Presbyterian  General  Assembly  of  South  Korea.  This  is 
to  bo  followod  by  a  Bible  Class  for  the  Taiku  district,  and  lator  by  a  session  of 
tho  Men’s  Bible  Institute. 

Mr.  Coen  was  appointed  to  secure, if  possiblo,  books  in  English  from  America 
for  Koreans  and  Korean  Institutions.  Many  of  you  may  bo  able  to  help  in  this.  The 
United  States  postal  authorities  horo  tell  me  that  packages  marked  "Books'*  can  be  sent 
by  ordinary  mail  at  12<z?  per  pound  (with  a  limit  of  I4.  pounds  6  ounces)  to  missionaries, 
as  well  as  to  Koreans.  In  lino  with  this  action,  tho  Presbyterian  Theological 

Seminary  horo  sent  in  a  formal  request  for  a  full-time  teacher  and  for  books  for  thoir 
library®  Wo  roplied  that  while  wo  could  not  assign  to  tho  Seminary  a  full-time  teacher 
(Mr.  C  oen  and  Mr.  Fraser  are  already  assisting),  we  would  try  to  help  in  the  securing 
of  books. 

A  request  from  Kyungpuk  Presbytery  to  assist  in  the  founding  of  a  University 
in  Taiku,  including  a  theological  department,  was  declined.  Mr.  Adams  was  given  per¬ 
mission  to  grant  Presbytery  tho  temporary  use  of  tho  Bible  Institute  Building  for  a 
session  of  the  institute.  Mr.  Coen,  Dr.  Fletcher  and  Dr.  Rhodes  were  appointed  tho 
Mission  representatives  on  tho  Board  of  tho  Chungsin  Girls’  School  of  Seoul.  We  havo 
had  two  mootings  of  tho  Board  with  Mrs.  Choi  (Kim  Pilloy)  who  has  consented  to  act  as 
Principal  for  tho  present®  The  Korean  mombors  want  to  open  the  School  in  December, 
but  it  may  not  bo  possible  to  open  until  September  of  the  next  yoar. 

It  was  voted  to  present  to  the  authorities  hero,  for  immediate  return,  tho 
names  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  J.  Gonso,  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Archibald  Campbell,  Misses  Daisy  F. 
Hendrix,  Marion  E.  Hartncss,  Joan  Boimartor,  Rev.  Goorgo  F.  Adams  and  Rev.  John  Y. 

Cr others.  Since  we  mot  we  have  word  that  Mrs.  Cr others  may  be  ablo  to  come  also.  Mr. 
Goorgo  Adams  has  written  that  he  hopes  tc.  sail  in  January. 

Wo  are  informed  that  tho  list  wo  presented  after  our  September  meeting  has 
been  approved.  The  names  presented  wore:  Mrs.  Henry  W.  Lanpc,  Mrs.  Archibald ^Flotchor, 
Mrs.  Edward  Adams,  Mrs.  Frederick  S.  Hiller,  Hisses  Olga  C»  Johnson  and  Edna  M.  Lawrence. 
In  addition,  tho  Emergency  Executive  Committee  has  approved  the  return  of  Misses  Gorda 
0.  Bergman  and  Minnie  C.  Davie;  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Welling  T.  Cook,  Rev,  and  Mrs.  Harry  J. 
Hill,  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Charles  L.  Phillips,  but  their  names  havo  not  been  presented  hero 
until  wo  have  word  from  the  Board  that  tho  persons  named  can  come.  Additional  namos 
will  be  considored  at  our  mooting  on  Docomber  17.  As  yet  permission  is  not  given  to 
wives  with  children  to  return.

Soouring  passage  is  anothor  obstacle  to  overoomo  in  addition  to  securing 
passports,  but  sinco  yesterday  is  "Stare  and  Stripes"  announcos  that  the  shipping 
strike  is  boliovod  to  be  over,  sailings  for  the  Far  East  may  be  possible*  Experience 
shows  that  it  is  much  bettor  to  get  passage  on  a  ship  coming  to  Koroa  oven  though  it 
stops  in  Japan*  To  disombark  in  Japan  causos  many  days1  delay  and  tho  hardships  of 
train  and  ferry  travel  to  Korea*  In  addition  to  tho  information  you  got  from  tho 
Bcvird,  if  you  have  questions  to  ask  about  what  goods  and  how  much  to  bring,  writo 
to  Dr»  Flotohor  or  myself f  Wo  are  trying  to  gather  information  at  this  end  and  will 
send  it  to  tho  Board  as  soon  as  possible  Miss  Edith  G.  Myers  arrived  last  week  by 
air-plane  from  America  in  only  a  few  days1  time*  After  working  in  Seoul  a  few  woeks, 
sho  thinks  she  may  be  assigned  to  Quopart.  Bruco  Hunt  is  hero  and  has  located  in 
Fusan* 

tejr  Committee  extended  a  cordial  invitation  to  Dr*  John  D*  Bigger  to  return 
to  tho  work  of  tho  Mission  and  urges  the  Board  to  do  everything  possible  to  hold  him 
for  a  Mission  assignment  as  soon  as  it  is  possible*  His  contract  with  the  Alliod 
Military  Government  torminatos  on  Dooembor  22*  Ho  is  undecided  as  to  whether  or  not 
to  renew  it*  lhany  event  ho  \vill  probably  make  a  short  trip  to  America*  A  satisfac^ 
tory  mission  assignment  may  not  be  availablo  at  once® 

Arrangements  with  tho  United  States  Army  authorities  to  provide  living 
quarters  for  members  of  the  Mission,  as  they  return  to  the  field,  are  going  on  satis¬ 
factorily  in  all  tho  four  Stations  in  South  Koroa*  A  contract  for  Taiku,  similar  to 
the  one  for  tho  Yundong  compound  in  Seoul,  was  presented  to  the  Committee*  Mr.Voelkel 
writes  that  a  beginning  has  already  beon  made  in  Andong,  and  Dr*  Lampe  reported  that 
arrangements  have  beon  concluded  in  Chungju.  You  will  be  interested  to  know  that  Dr* 
Lampo  is  acting  as  temporary  chaplain  for  our  United  States  forces  in  Chungju* 

We  ha vo  begun  to  consider  the  survey  which  tho  Board  asks  us  to  make  for 
"Ro— entering  Occupied  Fields"  j  it  is  on  the  docket  for  our  Docombor  mooting*  At  that 
time  wo  oxpect  to  arrange  a  conforonce  with  all  our  missionaries  in  Korea,  including 
those  in  government  and  Rod  Cross  service*  The  number  has  been  increased  by  tho 
arrival  of  Mrs*  Horace  G*  Underwood,  in  addition  to  Miss  Myers* 

Mr®  Coon  and  myself  aro  appointed  on  a  sub-oommittee  to  consider  requests 
for  personal  property  losses  and  present  them  at  our  next  meeting*  He  has  the  lists 
which  many  of  you  presented  but  perhaps  not  all*  If  you  havo  any  questions  or  in¬ 
formation  as  to  your  own  list  ploaso  write  to  Mr*  Coon*  In  several  of  the  lists  pre¬ 
sented  to  him,  prices  are  not  given  and  we  will  need  this  information® 

At  tho  time  of  our  meeting  on  November  $  and  7*  we  also  had  a  meeting  in  tho 
Bible  Houso  with  representative  Koreans  of  tho  General  Assembly,  and  with  members  of 
other  Missions  in  tho  home  of  Dr*  Jenson,  including  Drs.  Crane  and  Hoppor  and  Mr* 

George  Anderson  from  out  of  town*  Thoso  mootings  wo re  for  consultation  only,  particu¬ 
larly  in  regard  to  our  union  institutions* 

It  noeds  to  bo  emphasized  again  that  the  immediate  future  of  ova*  work  depends 
very  much  upon  tho  solution  of  tho  exchange  problem,  of  which  thcro  is  no  announcement 
as  yet*  If  wo  were  thrown  on  our  own  with  the  official  rate  of  1*?  to  1  still  in  forco, 
it  would  be  too  expensive  for  tho  Board  to  support  many  missionaries  hero#  As  it  is 
wo  aro  limited,  and  all  who  return  must  oxpect  to  do  what  thoy  can  within  those  limi¬ 
tations,  as  woll  as  endure  many  inconveniences  in  travel  and  living  conditions*  It  is 
perhaps  just  as  woll  that  tho  comploto  mission  forco  will  not  be  horo  this  winter. 

Each  evening  at  nino  tho  group  of  us  horo  moot  for  Biblo  roading  and  prayer. 
Mossrs*  Fraser,  Scott,  Flotchor,  Coon  and  myself j  also  others  who  may  bo  hero  as  guosts* 
During  our  mootings  ten  of  us  slept  in  this  houso)*  Day  by  day  wo  aro  ofton  baffled  as 
to  how  to  procood.  Relations  with  tho  Koreans  and  with  tho  United  Statos  Army  au¬ 
thorities  aro  cordial*  Wo  feol  very  much  tho  noed  of  Divino  guidance*  You  also,  wher¬ 
ever  you  aro,  can  join  us  in  our  petitions  •• 


As  yet  wo  have  no  communication  from  Now  York  as  to  when  it  nay  bo  possible 
for  the  Board* s  Deputation  to  visit  Koroa® 

Meanwhile  in  tho  midst  of  not  a  few  discouragements,  Godfs  work  of  Grace  is 
manifested®  Mr®  Fraser  was  present  last  Sunday  in  tho  morning  service  of  a  new  church 
organized  a  year  ago  not  far  distant  from  Yudong,  in  the  direction  of  Nonsan*  He  saw 
thirty  college  studonts  (23  boys  and  7  girls)  baptized®  Tho  Communion  sorvico  was 
conducted  by  Rev®  Andrew  "Whang  ("Whang  Chai  Kyung) >  who  graduated  from  tho  Seminary 
in  Tokyo  and  while  a  student  there  was  in  prison  for  five  months®  He  was  permitted 
to  have  books  for  references. in  writing  a  competitive  essay  on  the  "History  of  Pro®* 
testant  Christianity?  studonts  from  twonty*»two  seminaries  in  Japan  competed.  One 
hundred  fifty-six  essays  woro  submitted  and  Mr®  "Whang* s  was  voted  tho  first  prize  by 
tho  judges®  Night  after  night  he  appears  in  tho  churches  of  Sooul  and  Kyungkui 
province,  showing  an  Italian  film  of  tho  "Life  of  Christ  "  and  rociting  from  memory 
passages  of  tho  Gospels  in  explanation*  Ho  is  an  accomplished  musician  and  plays  well 
half  a  dozen  different  instruments  in  turn®  In  all  his  meetings  ho  is  ovangolistic 
and  spiritual*- 

Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  this  year  for  us  missionaries  will  bo  different® 

We  will  be  thinking  of  the  splendid  dinners  and  tho  delightful  fellowship  which  wo 
enjoyed  together  in  former  years®  Howover,  tho  Korean  Christians  are  now  taking  their 
Thanksgiving  offering  and  will  be  observing  Christmas  as  usual,  and  we  missionaries 
will  join  with  thorn*  There  is  still  much  for  which  to  bo  thankful,  and  the  true  mean¬ 
ing  of  Christmas  is  always  present  wherever  thcro  are  sincere  Christians*  Als  o  wo  can 
look  forward  hopofully  to  tho  future  whon  missionary  groups  will  be  in  happy  fellowship 
in  Koroa  again®

Dear  Dr.  Rhodes: 

Thank  you  very  much  for  your  note  enclosed  in  your  Christmas  letter.  We 
are  glad  to  have  recent  news  about  you,  your  children  and  grand-children. 
We  have  had  several  occasions  of  getting  together  with  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Ken 
Scott  and  have  learned  more  about  several  branches  of  your  great  family. 

I  know  they  bring  you  blessings  of  constant  joy  and  satisfaction. 

We  are  completing  our  final  days  with  the  Commission.  All  four  of  our 
sons  are  in  the  States j  the  two  older  ones  are  settled  for  work  and  the 
two  younger  ones  joined  us  in  1962  and  1963.  Our  third  is  doing 
graduate  work  in  library  science  in  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  while 
the  youngest  is  a  sophomore  in  Carroll  College.  We  have  them  near  each 
other  so  that  they  may  be  mutually  helpful.  All  four  of  them  and  the 
wives  of  the  older  ones  came  home  for  Christmas,  and  we  enjoyed  having 
them. 

I  have  been  collecting  material  for  my  second  volume.  Ify  present  task 
is  to  record  a  history  of  Protestant  Christianity  in  Korea  rather  than 
a  history  of  missions,  which  others  including  you  have  done  admirably. 

I  am  thrilled  to  know  that  your  second  volume  is  on  the  press.  I  am 
most  eager  to  read  it  as  soon  as  it  is  off  the  press. 

In  a  recent  study  of  the  present  day  schism  in  Korea  by  a  Canadian 
Mission  related  man,  a  charge  was  made  of  divisiveness  against  the  former 
Northern  Presbyterian  Mission  in  Korea  by  pointing  out  the  separate 
organization  of  the  Korean  Presbyterian  Church  contrary  to  the  avowed 
objective  of  the  Council  of  Evangelical  Passions  in  Korea  for  organization 
of  a  single  Church  of  Christ  of  Korea.  It  is  true  that  work  of  committees 
of  the  Council  advanced  so  far  as  harmonizing  the  Confession  of  the  Faith 
and  Form  of  Government  of  the  United  Church.  I  made  several  suggestions 
in  my  previous  work  for  the  failure  in  the  realization  of  one  "Native 
Church  in  Korea."  However,  my  former  statements  (p.  369)  do  not  seem 
to  reply  to  the  charge.  I  would  appreciate  it  very  much  if  you,  as  a  man 
who  participated  in  th°  process,  would  give  me  reasons  for  the  separate 
act  and  your  personal  recollections  of  what  transpired  on  the  issue.

Dear  Harry: 

We  have  just  received  a  copy  of  the  history  of  the  Korea 
Mission,  Vo  1.11.  We  want  to  congratulate  you  o.ryh  great  work,  well 
done.  I  have  not  had  time  to  read  much  of  it  but  what  l  have  rend 
is  most  interesting  and  brings  back  many  memories  of  days  gone  by 
and  experiences  we  shared  with  our  fellow  workers. You  are  to  be  con¬ 
gratulated  for  the  masterful  way  in  which  you  have  combined  the  great 
mass  of  material  into  a  unified  whole.  And  what  impresses  me  is  that 
the  work  is  so  accurate.  Of  course  there  are  errors  some  of  which 
different  ones  of  us  would  like  to  have  had  oresented  differently. 

But  the'total  picture  is  what  we  are  interested  in  rather  than  the 
minute 'details .  Two  items  which  I  noted  in  my  hasty  reading  relate  to 
my  experiences  in  jail  at  the  beginning  of  the  war.  First  you  state 
that  when  K  ons, Miller  and  I  were  released,  our  heads  were  shaved  be¬ 
fore  we  left  the  jails  Th  t  is  not  correct.  Our  beard.s  were  shaved 
an''1  our  hair  clipped  in  the  ordinary  style.  Again  y- u  said  that  the 
three  of  us  were  arrested  and  placed  in  jail  in  December.  Only  Miller 
was  so  arrested  and  held  until  May  31st.  Koons  and  1  went  in  ab  ut 
May  1st  and  -/ere  there  only  about  three  weeks.  These  are  just  de¬ 
tails  and  do  not  detract  from  the  main  story.  Bo  though  not  fully 
correct, the  statements  do  not  give  a  picture  that  is  materially 
wrong. 


I  am  sending  you  this  note  just  to  tell  you  how  much  we  all  are 
obligate  to  you  for  this  great  work.  Thank  you  again.

Dear  Dr.  Rhodes: 

I  have  been  wanting  for  many  weeks  to  write  you  since  I  believe  that  I  haven’t  done 
so  since  shortly  after  the  Anniversary  celebration  at  the  Cross  Creek  Church.  Knowing 
your  interest  in  the  Cross  Creek  History,  I  have  been  wanting  to  tell  you  of  developments 
along  that  line,  but  since  there  have  been^6  definite  developments  until  quite  recently, 

I  have  had  very  little  to  report.  At  the  anniversary.  Dr.  Say  talked  the  matter  up  and 
distributed  the  pledge  cards  which  he  had  prepared,  and  around  $375*00  for  the  project  j 

was  signed  for.  Dr.  Say  had  hoped  that  the  Cross  Creek  people  would  follow  up  that  | 

campaign  by  soliciting  by  mail  other  friends  of  the  congregation  who  were  not  present 
at  the  anniversary.  I  find  on  recently  checking  with  the  session  and  anniversary  committee 
that  nothing  further  along  that  line  has  been  done. 

However,  on  the  evening  of  November  8,  I  met  with  the  Cross  Creek  session  and 

discussed  the  project  with  them.  Active  interest  in  the  congregation  is  not  very  extensive 

I  find.  The  session  is  in  favor  of  having  the  history  written,  and  published,  but  as  a 

body  they  do  not  feel  like  committing  the  congregation  as  a  body  to  any  financial  support 

o-* 

of  the  project,  but  do  feel  that  such  support  should  be  pledged  individully  by  such  member 
s  as  are  interested  enough  to  do  so.  The  congregation  is  having  trouble  meeting  its 
financial  obligations,  which  is  what  makes  the  session  take  this  attitude,  their  action, 
then,  was  to  authorize  me  to  compile  the  history  for  the  Church,  to  have  access  to  all 
records  which  will  be  helpful  in  the  compilation,  and  they  voted  me  a  committee  of  three 
men,  who  are  interested  in  the  history,  to  work  with  me  on  the  details  of  the  project. 

The  feeling,  as  expressed,  is  that  if  the  history  is  made  ready  for  publication,  then 
they  feel  that  the  way  will  open  upj^for  the  actual  printing  of  a  book.  That  is  what  you 
call  going  on  faith,  I  guess,  but  if  that  is  the  only  way  to  do  it,  then,  I  guess,  that 
I  will  try  to  have  as  much  faith  in  it  as  anyone  else. 

When  I  last  heard  from  you,  you  sent  a  pledge  to  the  project  and  also  a  check  for 
$20,00  for  immediate  expenses.  Since  the  church  provided  me  sufficient  expen.  r.  money  for 
all  probable  expenses  in  the  near  future,  I  think,  if  you  will  not  be  offended  that  I 


will  return  that  check  to  you,  since  you  may  need  the  amount  for  some  other  purpose. 

We  appreciate  your  interest  and  support  of  this  project  and  I  hope  that  we 
will  be  able  to  come  across  with  a  fairly  good  history  of  old  Cross  Creek  before  t  o  long. 
At  the  present  time,  I  have  no  idea  how  long  it  will  take,  but  I  am  getting  ready  to  give 
a  major  portion  of  my  time  to  it  for  this  winter,  so  hope  that  I  can  get  it  well  advanced 
by  next  summer. 

While  I  am  writing  to  you,  I  am  going  to  ask  for  your  help  in  this  way,  if  you 
feel  that  you  can  do  it:  I  would  like  a  story  from  you,  in  your  own  words,  of  your  own 
pastorate  at  Cross  Creek  as  well  as  some  statement  of  your  later  relations  with  the  j 

congregation.  While  records  are  in  existence  on  all  pastorates,  yet  that  record  is  often 
too  brief  and  certainly  does  not  at  any  time  tell  the  whole  story.  I  probably  have  as 
clear  a  recollection  of  your  pastorate  as  I  do  of  any  at  Cross  Creek,  but  when  you  folks 

were  here,  I  was  only  a  boy  of  12-14  years,  and  had  just  joined  the  church  at  that  time 

so  there  was  much  of  which  I  was  not  aware,  I  asked  for  pictures  and  you  sent  me  a  slide 

which  I  used  on  the  day  of  the  anniversary,  and  also  there  was  a  good  picture  of  you  and 

Mrs.  Rhodes.  I  appreciate  having  these,  but  am  wondering  if  you  can  send  me  a  good  portrait 
of  yourself,  which  I  shall  return,  if  you  wish  to  have  it  so. 

I  am  writing  all  other  living  ministers  for  similar  material  and  would  like  to 
have  such  sent  as  soon  as  it  can  be  gotten  together.  Such  will  be  edited  and  adapted  for 
the  proposed  book,  but  letters  along  this  line  from  all  former  ministers  will  also  be 
a  valuable  record  for  the  files  of  the  congregation.  ; 

Let  me  hear  from  you  as  soon  as  convenient.  We  hope  that  you  and  Mrs.  Rhodes 
are  keeping  as  well  as  your  years  will  permit,  and  that  the  family,  also  are  all  well. 

I  haven't  seen  the  Scotts  since  they  visited  you  in  the  summer,  but  will  try  to  do  so 
very  soon.  With  best  wishes  and  kindest  regards,

Dear  Dr.  and  Mrs  Rhodes, 

It  was  fine  to  hear  from  you  again,  When  I  sent  that  letter  to  Dr,  Welsh,  it  never 
occurred  to  me  that  he  would  send  it  on  to  you  but  since  it  has  given  you  some  pleasure 

5.n  recollections,  1  am  happy  that  he  did  so.  Dr.  Welsh  often  tells  me  that  he  and  you  were 

class-mates  at  Princeton.  I  see  him  at  all  of  the  meetings  of  the  Presbyterian  Historical 
Society  of  the  Upper  Ohio  Valley  in  which  he  has  been  so  active  over  the  years. 

I  was  interested  in  hearing  about  the  elder  Marquis  in  your  Church.  Is  his  name 
"Stewart"?  His  first  name  as  given  in  your  letter  had  been  blotted  with  your  signature 
when  you  folded  the  letter  and  I  can  hardly  make  out  that  first  name.  If  you  could  furnish 
me  his  full  name  and  address,  I  would  like  to  have  it  with  the  possibility  of  my  writing 
him  for  some  information  on  himself  and  his  connection  with  the  other  Marquises.  Can  you 
identify  him?  Is  he  of  the  James  T.  Marquis  Family,  and  can  you  tell  me  anything  about 
that  family?  Are  any  of  the  James  T.  Marquis  children  still  living.  I  think  you  have 
mentioned  them  some  years  ago  when  you  were  back  at  Cross  Creek.  There  is  a  lady  living 

in  Portland,  Oregon  with  whom  I  have  had  correspondence  regarding  the  Lyle  Family,  and  she 

is  wanting  leads  to  members  of  the  Marquis  connection. 

I  have  coup  let ed  the  coup  ilat ion  of  a  revised  edition  of  the  book:  The  Lyles  of 
Washington  County,  Penna,  and  it  is  now  in  the  bindery  and  will  be  completed  soon.  You 
may  know  that  I  published  an  edition  of  this  book  in  1934*  jin  case  you  would  care  to  look 
over  a  copy,  I  shall  be  glad  to  send  you  one  when  I  receive  the  completed  books. 

As  to  my  writing  a  History  of  Old  Cross  Creek  Church,  I  would  certainly  like  nothing 
better.  I  have  collected  a  number  of  colored  slides,  pictures  which  I  have  taken  myself, 
and  am  now  showing  them  and  telling  the  story  of  the  "Cross  Creek  Country"  when  I  am 
invited  to  do  so.  I  showed  the  pictures  to  a  small  group,  a  Bible  Class,  at  Cross  Creek  on 
Friday  evening,  and  to  the  Washington  County  D  A  R  on  Saturday  afternoon.  I  wish  I  were 
near  enough  to  you  folks  to  show  them  to  you  some  time. 

I  do  have  enough  notes  on  the  old  Church  to  compose  a  fairly  good  history  and  I  may  do 
so  in  connection  with  the  up-coming  185th  Anniversary  of  the  Church  and.  the  100th  Anniversary  | 
of  the  present  Church  building  which  they  are  planning  to  celebrate  this  summer.  I  am  grate¬ 
ful  to  you  for  the  suggestion,  and  if  I  am  able  to  carry  out  the  contract,  I  shall  see  that 
you  get  a  copy  of  the  history  to  read.  I  don*t  know  about  publication,  that  is  a  costly- 
process,  and  if  I  survive  the  publication  of  the  Lyle  Book,  -1  may  undertake  something  else 
for  publication,  some  time. 

I  have  not  had  a  chance  to  talk  with  the  Scotts  at  Canonsburg  for  some  time.  I  think 
that  things  are  going  along  well  with  them,  and  I  am  hoping  that  I  can  see  them  before  too 
long. 

We  are  busy  with  our  own  family  who  are  scattered  far  and  wide  over  the  country.  Our 
youngest  boy,  Willard,  is  a  Junior  in  Muskingum  College  where  he  is  taking  pre-ministerial 
training  and  he  expects  to  go  to  Pittsburgh  Seminary  in  the  fall  of  1965.  We  have  18  grand 
children  and  one  great-grandchild,  so  are  very  much  in  business  family-wise. 

We  are  hoping  that  both  of  you  are  keeping  well.  How  we  wish  we  could  drop  in  and 
call  on  you.  We  are  still  planning  for  a  western  trip,  again,  before  we  get  too  old  to 
enjoy  it  but  cannot  see  it  in  the  immediate  future.  If  you  feel  up  to  writing  me  again,  I 
shall  be  most  happy  to  hear  from  you  again.  Like  all  the  Cross  Creek  people,  1  still  recall 
with  pleasure  your  good  works  among  us  way  back  in  1906-1908.  Those  were  good  times  for  all 
of  us.

Editor’s  Note:  This  Is  the 
second  of  three  articles  on  the 
history  of  the  Cross  Creek 
United  Preshlterian  Church, 
which  will  observe  its  185th 
anniversary  Sunday,  August 
9). 


The  observance  planned  '  by 
Cross  Creek  United  Presbyter¬ 
ian  Church  August  9  not  only 
will  be  for  the  185th  anniversary 
of  its  founding,  but  also  wiil 
mark  the  100th  year  since  the 
present  church  building  was 
erected.  The  celebration  this 
year  is  entitled  “One  Hundred 
Years  of  Change.” 

The  pastor  when  the  present 
church  was  erected  in  1864  was 
Dr.  John  Stockton,  who  served 
the  congregation  for  50  years, 
from  June  20,  1827,  to  June  of 
1877,  when  he  retired. 

Following  Dr.  Stockton  in  the 
1-  pastorate  came  Rev.  William  H. 
McCaughey  in  1877.  He,  too,  was 
a  young  man  just  out  of  semin¬ 
ary  and,  since  Dr.  Stockton  was;c 
still  living  in  the  village  and  at-  r 
tending  services  in  his  former'1 
church,  the  young  pastor  soon 
encountered  a  situation  involv¬ 
ing  divided  loyalties,  which 
made  his  tenure  of  office  at| 
Cross  Creek  at  times  exceeding¬ 
ly  embarrassing.

Yes,  I  would  say  that  Korea  is  better  off  in  many  ways  than 
it  has  ever  been.  Tne  Beonnmic  recovery  from  the  vrar  years  and 
the  years  of  the  World  War  is  phenomenal,  and  the  development 
of  new  factories,  thousands  of  homes  better  than  there  used  to 
me,  the  excellent  railroad  service,  and  plane  service,  and  so 
on  are  remarkable. 

I  believe  that  the  Church  is  wonderfully  alive  also,  with 
growth  reported  in  many  areas,  and  new  developments  undreamed 
oi  a  few  years  ago*  For  instance,  we  visited  the  big  air  base 
in  Taeju.n  yesterday,  worshipped  in  the  Chapel  there  with  some 
200  officers  and  men,  including  rhe  top  officer  (in  whose  house 
we  had  tea  afterwards),  with  a  number  turned  away  for  lack  of 
rrom.  In  the  evening  we  had  a  ’Consecreation  Service1  of  the 
Taejun  Chapter  of  the  Officers'  Christian  Union  of  the  Korean 
Armed  Forces,  with  some  200  in  attendance.  We  are  sorry  for 
our  Church  splits,  but  each  of  the  split  groups  seems  to  be 
f rowing. 

Yes,  our  Ross  and  his  wife  ana  three  children  are  well  estab¬ 
lished  in  Guatemala  and  he  is  teaching  in  the  Seminary  there.
